Age, and the firft Part of our own; but by 
very late Times, and in a Neighbouring Na- 
tion, whofe Cuftoms we are wont fufficiently 
to efteem and imitate, we may be furnifbed 
with Examples to our prefent purpofe. For 
the French King himfelf, who has raisd the 
Majefty of a Crown’d Head fo high, did not 
think it beneath the Grandeur of fo great a 
Monarch to Order the Publication of theEn- 
clith Remedy, as the French called the Pe- . 
tuvian Bark, which at a great Rate he pur- 
chafed from Talbot, az Englith Emperick, 
Exmous for his many and fpeedy Cures of 
Quartans, and other Agues, By the Autho- 
rity of the fame Prince, who bas been a great 
Encouvager of divers Parts of Learning, there 
has been fome Years fince fettled at Paris a So- 
ciety or Affembly of Phyficians, Chirurgi- 
_ ons, and others, whofe main Bufinefs is to 
keep Corvefpondency in feveral Parts, and - 
veceive Informations of the Novelties that 
occur about Difeafes, and impart to the 
Publick fuch as they fhall think worthy 
and feafonable 3; which Communications 
confift not only of new Difcoveries, odd Cafes, 
Speculations, and Obfervations, but of Re- 
ceipts and Preceffes of Rentedies, printed for 
the moft part ia French, the common Lan- 
guage of the People. Divers of which Re- 
medies, have upon Tryal been found ufeful, 
a

as well in England as ia France. There 
has been alfo lately in that Kingdom a Book 
Printed more than once, that makes yet more 
for my Purpofe. For there has been Publifh’d 
in the French Tongue a large Colleétion of Re- 
ceipts, for almoft all Difeafes, plac’d in Al- 
phabetical Order ; and tho thefe Receipts are 
circumftantially delivered in the Mother- 
Tongue of the People, yet they came not forth, 
without the Licenfe or Authority of the Facul- 
ty of Phy/ick, and were (at leaft the firft Tome) 
fo well receiv’d and approv'd, that in divers 
Places the vefpeétive Bifhops authorized then 
by theiv Publick Approbation, and recommen- 
ded them upon the Account receiv d, or the good 
Effetts they had produc’d both to the other 
Charitable Perfons, and to the Curates (cr 
Parifh-Priefts) in their Diocefes. 

In complying with the Defires of many, and 
with the Diétates of Philanthropy, J hope, £ 
may procure my Medicinal Recerpts and Pyo- 
ceffes the move favourable Reception, if I 
foew, that I might juftly have a peculiar and 
perfonal Repugnancy to this Work. For ma- 
ny may think it ftrange, as I my felf have 
been prone to do, that I fhould prefume to re- 
commend Medicines to others, who for di- 
‘gers Years, have been fo infirm and fickly my 
felf. And fome *tis like well upbraid me 
‘with, Medice, Cura teipfum, But on this 

4. occafioi,

occafion, I may reprefent, that being the thire 
teenth or fourteenth Child of a Mother, that 
‘was mot above 42 or 43 Years Old when fhe 
died.of a Confumption, *tisno wonder I have 
“not inherited arobuft, or healthy Conftitution. 

“Many alfo have faid, in my Excufe, as they 
think, that I brought my felf to fo much Sick- 
bine|s by over-much Study, But, I muft. add, 
that tho both the forementioned Caufes con- 
curv a, yet I impute my infirm. Condition more 
to a third, than to both together : For the 
grand Original of the Maifciefs that have 
for many Years afflitted me, was a Fall from 
an unruly Horfe into a deep Place, by which 
I was fo bruifed, that I feel the bad Effects 
of it to this Day. Por this Mifchance happen- 
ing in Nreland, and L being forc’d to take a 
dong ‘fourney, before I was well recovered, 
the bad Weather I met with, and the as bad 
Accommodation in Irith-Luus, and the Miftake 
of an unskilful or drunken Guide, who made 
.me wander almoft all Night upon fome Wild 
Mountains, put me into a Fever and a 
Dropfie, (viz. an Anafarca:) For. a 
compleat Cure of which I paft into England, 
and came to London; but in fo unlucky a 
Time, that an ill-condition’d Fever vagd 
there, and feix’d on me among many o- 
thers; and tho through God’s Goodnefs, 
L at Tength recovered, yet left me 
exceeding weak for a great ‘while 
i ain after 3 
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‘after ; and then for a Farewell, it caft me 
into a violent Quotidian or double Tertian- 
Ague, with a fenfe of decay in my Eyes, which 
during my long Sicknefs I had exercis’d too 
much upon Critical Books ftuft with He- 
brew, and other Eaftern Charaéters: Iwilt 
nor urge that divers have wondered that a 
Perfon in fuch bad Circumftances-has by the: 
Help of Care and Medicines (for they forget 
what ought to be aferib'd to God) hould be: 
able to hold out fo long againft.them, But 
this after the foregoing Relation may well be 
faid, that it need be no great wonder, if af 
ter fuch aTrain of Mifchiefs, which was fuc-- 
ceeded by a Scorbutick Cholick that ftruck in- 
10 my Limbs, and deprived me of the Ufe of. 
my Hands and Peet for many Months, I have 
not enjoyed much Health; notwithftanding 
my being acquainted with feveral Choice 
Medicines ; efpecially fince divers of thefe F 
dare not ufe, becaufe by long fitting, when I 
had the Palfie, I got the Stone, voiding fome: 
large ones (as well as making-bloody Water) 
and by that Difeafe fo great.a Tendernafs in my 
Kidueys, that I-caa-bear no Diureticks, tho of © 
the milder Sort, and that Lam fore d to forbear 

- feveral Remedies for’ my other Diftempers,. 
that Iknow to be good ones; and» among{t 
them, divers, that by God’s Bleffing, I have- 
fisecefsfully try’d on others, This fhore Nar=-

rative may, I hope, Juffice to fhew that my 
perfonal Maladies and Sicklinefs cannot right~ 
ly infer the Inefficacy of the Medicines lim~ 
part or recommended ; and if it phew That,. 
zt will do all that was aim'd at by this Re« 
prefentation. 

Tf fome Receipts or Proceffes (for I hope they 
will not be many) fhould happen to be met 
with in the following Colleétion, that may be 
alfo found either in fome Printed Book or 
other, “tis hoped an indulgent Reader will 
either excufe or pardon that Venial Fault, 
efpecially if we confider, Firft, That neither 
Phyfick nov Chymiftry being my Profeffion, E 
did not think my felf oblig’d to perufe any 
frore of Medicinal Books, and therefore may 
well be fuppos'd to be unacquainted with a 
great many of them, much more with many 
of their Receipts and Proceffes. And indeed £ 
fiud by fome of the latter Printed Catalogues 
of Books written about the Phyficians Art, 
that there is a Multitude of them, which 
awhen I wrote, I had never feen, or perhaps 
fo much as heard of: Secondly, Fhat its fo 
ufual for Authors, efpecially. that Writ ei- 
ther Syftems or Colleétions, to fet down flore 
of Prefcriptions dittated by their Conjectures, 
not their Tryals, and yet without giving a 
aiftin&t Chara€ter of almoft any of them in 
pavticular: Thas. if I had met therewith 


fome

fome of the fame that I am Speaking of, I 
foould not have feletted them from a great 
Number of other undiftinguifh'd ones: And 
*tis eafie to obferve, that there is a great Deal 
of difference betwixt being told by an Author, 
that many things, and among the veft, but 
not before them, this or that Drug, or Receipt 
is good for fuch a Difeafe, and to have parti- 
eular Notice given of it; and not only to 
be coufirm’d that “tis good, but to be told 
how good it is, and poffible alfo that it may 
be ufefully employd in other Difkempers be~ 
fides thofe for which tis preferi’d in the 
Printed Book. = °° 
The moft of thefe Receipts ave intended 
chiefly for the ufe of thofe that live in the 
Country, in Places where Phyficians are fcarcey 
if at all, to be had, efpecially by Poor People. 
And becaufe very frequently a Labouring- 
Man, or a Handicrafts-Man, or fome 
Tradefman, has a whole Family depending 
upon him, being maintain’d by his Pains and 
Induftry, and yet is difabled to help bimfelf 
and them, not by any Internal, and often~ 
times Accidental Maladies ; fuch as Bru- 
fes, Strains, Cuts, Tumors, Aches, Burns, 
and the like; I have been careful to fur~ 
nifh this final Collection with a pretty Num- 
ber of good Receipts, obtain’d moft of them 
fiom able Surgeons and Practitioners for thofe’

B, Denotes a fecond or infe- 
riour Sort, By yet to be valuable for 
their good Operation. C, Belongs to 
thofe Remedies that are of the loweft 
Order, tho’ good enough not to be 
defpifed. 

Thofe Receipts, which were my own, 
are exprefled' in my own Terms; fo al- 
fo thofe which I received from others by» 
Word of Mouth: But them which were 
-imparted to me in Writing, though I 
my felf would not have worded them, 
as they did that I had them from, yet I 
oftentimes made a Scruple to Correct 
or Alter their Expreffions, tho’ not fui- 
table to the Current Style of the Formu- 
laries of Receipts, being more concern’d 
that the Meaning fhould be clofe kept 
to, than the Style rectified.
